The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most  import- 
ant and  difficult  part  of  the  work. of  3rour  forest  fire  ward- 
en who  heads  a  local  organization  set  up  primarily  for 
the  security  of  your  community's  forest  property.  Ap- 
pointed by  the  State  Forester,  upon  recommendation  of 
the  selectmen,  he  is  charged  by  law  with  the  responsibili- 
ty of  local  administration  of  forest  fire  laws,  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression.  In  his  work  he  is  aided  by  deputy 
forest  fire  wardens  who,  in  emergency,  may  assume  his 
power  and  authority.  The  warden  is  guided  in  his  work 
by  instructions  received  from  the  state  forester  and  by 
the  district  fire  chief  who  represents  the  state  forester. 

The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  forest 
fire  warden  and  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  appreciated 
during  hazardous  periods  when  fire  danger  is  greatest. 
The  public,  however,  looks  to  him  at  all  times  for  speedy 
and  economical  suppression  of  going  fires. 

To  properly  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs 
the  generous  and  understanding  cooperation  of  the  pub- 
lic at  large.  He  attempts  to  secure  this  cooperation  by 
the  posting  of  caution  notices,  news  items  and  by  word  of 
mouth,  always  carefully  explaining  the  necessity  of  re- 
strictions imposed.  In  the  matter  of  giving  cooperation, 
however,  the  public  often  fails.  Tbe  record  shows  that 
an  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland  are  burned  over  by 
lorest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year.  Analysis  of 
fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more  than  98  percent  of 
all  forest  fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human  care- 
lessness and  are  preventable. 
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The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish 
his  cigar,  cigarette  or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly  throws 
them  from  the  car  window;  the  debris  burner  fails  or 
refuses  to  consult  the  warden,  as  the  law  requires  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  before  attempting 
to  burn;  campers  fail  to  properly  extinguish  their  tires 
or  frequently  build  fires  when  conditions  are  unfavorable 

The  elimination  of  human  causes  from  the  forest 
fire  problem  is  the  answer.  This  is  not  as  difficult  of  ac- 
complishment as  it  might  appear  at  first  glance.  Let 
each  one  who  reads  this 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and  near 
woodland. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in  and 
near  woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow,  secure  written  permission  to  burn  from 
the  forest  fire  warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands. 
Don't  throw  lighted  material  from  moving  vehicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge 
others  to  do  so. 

5.  Help  your  forest  fire  warden  prevent  fires — his  ef- 
forts are  only  as  effective  as  is  the  cooperation  you 
give  him !

(b)     Administrative  Problems 

SITUATION  JULY  15,  1916 

As  I  assumed  the  administrative  duties  of  Super- 
visory Union  No.  19  in  July,  19115,  my  immediate  re- 
sponsibility was  to  till  twenty  teacher  vacancies.  (This 
union  employes  fifty-one  teachers.)  That  a  teacher 
shortage  exists  is  a  fact  already  publicized.  I  should 
like  to  submit  the  following  statistics  to  give  a  more 
definite  picture  of  the  situation: 

During  the  past  six  years    350,000    quali- 
fied teachers  have  left   the   profession    over 
and  above  the  losses  expected  from  normal 
causes.       N.  E.  A.  Journal,  February,  1917. 
From  1910  to  1910  enrollment  in  teacher 
training  institutions  dropped  from   173,000 
to  63,000.         N.  E.  A.  Annual  Report  1916. 
Unqualified  persons  have  been  pressed  in- 
to service   in   at   least   110,000    classrooms. 
N.  E.  A.  Journal,  February,  1917. 
All  buildings  with  the  exception  of  one  were  pro- 
vided with  janitorial    service   and    some    minor    repairs 
were  in  progress  under  the  direction  of  the  several  school 
boards.     No  major  repairs  were  anticipated  in  any  dis- 
trict. 

Two  of  the  six  towns  had  satisfactory  existing  bus 
contracts. 

PROGRESS  FROM  JULY  15, 1916  -  FEBRUARY  1,  1917 
All  schools  opened  with  a  full  staff  of  teachers. 
From  July  to  February  there  have  been  six  replacements 
find  one  additional  teacher  employed.  Some  salary  in- 
creases and  adjustments  have  been  made  in  all  towns 
except  one. 

Minor  repairs  which  were  urgent  have  been  made. 
There  have  been  four  changes  in  janitorial  services. 

Transportation  was  provided  for  all  children 
legally  entitled  to  it  although  many  vehicles  left  much  to 
be  desired. 
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RECOMMENDATION  S 
TEACHER  SITUATION 

School  boards  should  be  provided  with  adequate 
funds  to  attract  qualified  and  capable  teachers  in  order 
to  keep  instructional  standards  high. 

I  recommend  that  parents  and  interested  citizens 
inform  themselves  on  state  and  federal  legislation  and 
support  their  leaders  working  in  behalf  of  the  schools. 

Since  housing  is  often  a  factor  in  attracting  teach- 
ers, interested  citizens  can  help  by  making  available  de- 
sirable living  quarters. 

Teachers  are  human  beings  and  parents  can  help 
by  respecting  them  as  individuals  and  professional  work- 
ers trying  to  earn  a  living.  They  like  to  eat,  sleep,  play, 
and  work  just  as  the  other  members  of  the  community  do. 

Transportation  facilities  should  be  improved  to 
meet  state  standards  when  equipment  becomes  available. 

Minor  repairs  for  which  materials  are  available 
should  be  made  to  protect  the  buildings  and  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  children. 

1  have  no  recommendations  at  this  time  for  any 
extensive  renovations  or  expansions. 

Since  coming  here  in  duly  one  of  the  most  grati- 
fying phases  of  my  work  has  been  the  keen  interest  and 
constructive  suggestions  received  from  the  school  boards, 
parents  and  interested  citizens. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  personal  appreciation 
to  my  various  school  boards  for  their  cooperation  and 
understanding  through  this  critical  situation  and  to  the 
townsfolk  who  have  made  me  feel  so  at  home  here.

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PAST  V.     Auxiliary  Activities  and  Special  Reports 
(a)     Report  of  the  Headmaster,  George  Hurley 

The  Alton  Central  school  opened  on  Wednesday, 
September  4,  for  the  current  school  year.  The  total 
registration  of  grades  1  to  (i,  inclusive,  to  date  is  95  pu- 
pils. Of  these,  ten  have  left  because  their  families 
moved  from  the  locality. 

We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
two  new  and  capable  elementary  teachers,  Mrs.  Sarah 
Nelson  of  Massachusetts  and  Alaska  for  Grades  1  and 
2;  and  Miss  Evelyn  Merritt  of  Michigan  and  lately  of 
New  Caledonia  for  Grades  5  and  (>.  We  were  again 
fortunate  in  retaining  the  services  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Parker  for  Grades  3  and  4. 

The  elementary  grades  have  added,  in  so  far  as  is 
practicable,  volleyball,  Softball,  and  basketball  to  their 
extra-curricular  activities. 

We  have  endeavored  to  make  a  beginning  in  the 
renewal  and  replacement  of  vital  basic  and  supplemen- 
tary texts  and  instructional  supplies  in  these  grades  as 
many  of  these  items  have  become  outworn  through  con- 
stant use  or  outmoded  because  of  the  developing  trends 
of  educational  processes. 

The  junior  high  school,  Grades  7  and  8,  registered 
a  total  of  32  pupils  and  again  welcomed  Mr.  George  H. 
Rogers  as  its  home  room  teacher.  With  the  continuance 
of  our  secondary  departmentalization,  Mr.  Rogers  also 
tenches  high  school  physics  and  mathematics  and  coach- 
es basketball.  This  system  of  departmentalization  in 
which  teachers  are  used  to  their  best  advantage  in  their 
tields  of  specialization,  enables  the  students  of  Grades  7 
and  8  to  make,  more  easily,  the  transition  from  elemen- 
tary to  high  school  education.  It  is  also  the  custom  to 
invite  the  junior  high  school  pupils  to  participate  in 
many  of  the  high  school  sports  and  social  activities. 

The  Alton  high  school  has  registered  a  total  of  55 
pupils,  eight  of  whom  have  left  because  of  the  removal 
of  their  families  from  town.  Under  the  G.  I.  Bill  of 
Rights  we  have  included  two  World  War  IT  veterans  in 
the  student  body,  Charles  E.  Kelley,  post-graduate,  and 
Eugene    A.    Hayden,    senior.     The    high    school    faculty 
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comprises  Miss  Agnes  Thompson,  English,  French  and 
Latin;  Miss  Ellamarie  Nourse,  commercial  subjects,  his- 
tory and  girls'  coach;  Miss  Eleanor  Hayes,  biology  and 
home  economics  subjects;  and  Mr.  George  Hurley,  head- 
master, English,  social  studies  and  coach  of  baseball  and 
track. 

We  have  instituted  a  system  of  visual  aid,  using 
the  school  motion  picture  machine  as  an  integrated  part 
of  modern  educational  methods.  New  texts  for  some 
subjects  have  been  supplied  and  a  complete  inventory  of 
all  basic  texts  and  supplies  lias  been  taken  as  a  basis"  for 
further  material  organization. 

The  Alton  winter  carnival  ball  was  a  financial 
success  and  provided  funds  necessary  for  rhe  organiza- 
tion of  extra-curricular  activities  and  sports  for  junior 
high  and  high  school  students.  We  varied  the  procedure 
of  carnival  queen  election  by  inviting  all  Alton  ami  Gil- 
nianton  residents  to  participate  in  the  contest  by  per- 
sonally casting  one  vote  each  for  any  one  contestant.  A 
large  number  of  people  took  advantage  of  this  opportu- 
nity and  a  lively  and  honest  election  ensued.  The  elec- 
tion as  well  as  all  other  student  activities  was  organized 
under  the  direction  of  our  Student  Council. 

The  home  economics  groups,  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Hayes,  have  been  alternating  in  the  preparation 
of  hot  lunches  which  are  available  daily  to  all  pupils  for 
a  nominal  sum.  These  lunches  are  classed  as  Type  A 
with  milk  under  the  State  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  provide  a  well-bal- 
anced meal  for  each  pupil  as  well  as  practical  experience 
for  the  home  economics  students. 

Every  pupil  in  the  Alton  school  received  a  compre- 
hensive physical  examination  last  fall  by  Dr.  Appleyard 
and  his  assistant,  Miss  Langille,  the  school  nurse.  The 
overall  report  showed  no  serious  disabilities  or  illnesses 
present  in  the  student  body.  We  intend,  if  possible,  to 
make  this  examination  a  regular  school  procedure. 

On  June  17,  1946  nine  pupils  were  graduated  from 
this  school.  Their  present  locations  are  as  follows: 
University  of  New  Hampshire,  1  ;  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege, 1;  Nasson  College,  Maine,  1;  working,  2;  married, 
2;  traveling,  1;  at  home,  1.

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(b)     Report  of  School  Health  Work 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 
of  Schools : 

For  the  whole  school  year  a  few  cases  of  mumps 
continued  to  appear.  This  constituted  the  greatest 
source  of  epidemic  illnesses.  During  the  period  of  a 
threatened  polio  epidemic,  dail}r  inspection  of  all  pupils 
was  maintained  until  the  danger  was  over.  There  were 
no  cases  reported  among  children. 

Two  pupils  with  a  serious  hearing  loss  are  en- 
rolled in  the  schools.  Both  have  been  taken  to  the  Mass- 
achusetts General  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary  for  special 
examinations  and  recommendations.  Hearing  aids  were 
fitted  and  a  lip  reading-speech  training  teacher  was 
recommended.  Both  children  are  receiving  special  work 
from  this  teacher  once  a  week  at  the  Alton  school. 

The  usual  hot.  lunch  program  is  being  maintained 
during  the  cold  weather.  Milk  is  served  to  all  lunch 
pupils  as  long  as  it  can  be  obtained.  This  is  of  great 
benefit  to  all  pupils. 

Diphtheria  immunization  clinics  were  held  in  Al- 
ton in  which  54%  of  the  school  population  has  been  pro- 
tected from  a  possible  exposure  to  diphtheria.  It  took 
74  shots  of  toxoid  to  protect  38  school  and  7  preschool 
children.  If  this  toxoid  immunization  could  be  made  an 
annual  event,  in  time  it  would  result  in  a  100%  protec- 
tion of  all  pupils. 

A  new  school  health  program  was  inaugurated  in 
Alton  when  Dr.  Appleyard  was  appointed  school  physi- 
cian. He  examined  all  pupils  in  the  athletic  teams  for 
participation  in  sports  and  later  looked  over  all  pupils 
in  school.  As  a  result  of  the  examination  by  a  physi- 
cian, all  cases  of  bad  tonsils  were  classified  as  to  their 
seriousness;  some  five  cases  of  dried  ear  wax  were  discov- 
ered ;  five  cases  of  heart  murmurs  were  classified;  and 
several  cases  of  skin  conditions  were  found.  The  chil- 
dren seemed  to  like  being  examined  by  the  school  physi- 
cian. 
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There  is  apparent  a  great  need  for  dental  clinic 
work  in  Alton.  Only  31  pupils  out  of  17:}  examined  re- 
ceived dental  attention  last  year.  This  is  low  in  a  state 
that  stands  near  the  bottom  in  the,  list  of  forty-eight 
states  in  the  condition  of  the  children's  teeth.  Before 
the  clinics  lapsed  early  in  the  war,  Alton  could  well  be 
proud  of  the  teeth  of  its  children.
